YE FLOOD ON THE RIVERS. 


“@reat Damage Done. 


(From Our Correspondent.) 
Canton, April $0. ° 

Tho reeent flood which has.swopt over 
the banks of the North and East Rivers 
seams to have dono more damage than waa 
at first anticipated. 

Ua thi lower tovot-Chinese -vitagesare 
naually surrovnded by embankmenta which 
are intended to keep away likaly floods. 
Phesg ombankmenty ure rogonstructed enee 
fn every year, Apparently the rocont 
flood ha been a vary big’ ong, for it wan 
reported that at Saichiu~ which, hy the 
way, isthe native placo,of the Honourable 
Dr. Ho Kai, of your City groat damage 
has been done . 

In reponse to calla for help frow that 
districl, the choritablo inntitutions have 
subscribed some Taela 5,000 for the relief 
of the sufferors by the flood, Yesterday, 
large consigments of rico wore mado to 
Saichiu District by the Charitable institu- 


tions. No doubt tho people there have | . 


suffered from hunger brought shout by 
the collapse of their houses. 

Tn addition to thy consignments of rice, 
the Charitable institutions have also vent a 
largo number af bags, with which it was 
intended to contain sand for the purpsse of 
boing Jepositad on tho vides of those 
embankments. This is no doubt a quick 
contrivance, but whether any property can 
be saved is not known. . 

In the interior, houses of the poorer 
glass aro usually ‘buill of clay, made brick- 
shape, nnd dried in the pun. These houses 
seldom fail to collapse after » heavy fall. 
of rain, and to resiat the jood is therefore 
out of question. 

‘The so-called embankments aro also built 

_ of the ordinary kind of clay obtained from 
the com-fields or riversides. While they 
may Itlp to keep in cheok any ordinary 
inundatton, thoy aro certainly not strong 
enough to resist the force of floods such as 
the recent one.
